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Green Gully Rehabilitation Project

NPWS would like to invite the 4WD NSW Association members to participate in a 
working bee to clean up ex-agricultural debris from Green Gully in the Blue 
Mountains National Park at Megalong Valley. Numbers will be capped at a maximum 
of 20 participants each day. 


The Green Gully Rehabilitation Project will involve a weekend-long event on 17-18 
September 2022. Assuming this first event is successful, we anticipate organising a 
2d event next year. A location map is above. 


The first day would be a work session dismantling and removing old fences and 
agricultural equipment. To express NPWS gratitude for the work of the 4WD 
members, the second day would be a guided tag-along tour of parts of the 
Warragamba Special Catchment Area, normally closed to the public. The maximum 
number of 4WD vehicles on the tour will be five. 


Camping will be at a campsite set up exclusively for the event, separate from other 
campers. Participants will need to be self sufficient for camping, but NPWS will cater 
meals from morning tea on Saturday to lunch on Sunday. NPWS will have 5 
personnel assisting with the management of the program and the tag along tour. 


Warragamba Special Area, schedule 1 and 2 lands will be closed to all vehicle 
access if the catchment area has received substantial rain within 24-48hrs prior to 
the event. The Blue Mountains catchments are currently fully saturated due to the 


prolonged rainfall over the 2021 / 2022 period.

MOTIONS 


At the 2022 May Quarterly meeting in Wagga Wagga the delegates passed the 
following two motions. 


That Four Wheel Drive NSW & ACT execute an updated Services Agreement with 
Very Clever Enterprises Pty Ltd Va Clever Management Services (Clever) for the 
Office function. 


That the remuneration Four Wheel Drive NSW & ACT will pay Clever is $9.90 per 
annum per paid member or pro rata for new clubs. 


At the same meeting there were two motions that were held over till the next meeting. 
We now formally put these motions on notice for the August 2022 Quarterly meeting. 


MOTION ONE 
That the term of the Services Agreement between Four Wheel Drive NSW & ACT 
and Clever is 2 years from 1 July 2022 to 30 June 2024. 


MOTION TWO 
That the Services Agreement between Four Wheel Drive NSW & ACT and Clever 
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has an option term for an additional 2 years from 1 July 2024 to 30 June 2026.

MOTION ONE: 

That the term of the Services Agreement between Four Wheel Drive NSW & ACT 


and Clever is 2 years from 1 July 2022 to 30 June 2024. 


NOTES: 
6.1 This motion proposes the term for the agreement with Clever. 


6.2 It is proposed that the agreement term will be for 2 years. 
6.3 A 2 year term is a good balance between a yearly term and a term of many 


years i.e. 4 to 5 years. The RCGP does not have the resource to complete an 
annual tender process. 


6.4 The Service Agreement is proposed to have a clause for either party to 
terminate the contract with 3 months’ notice for no reason.

Can | flash my headlights to warn 
motorists? 


Flashing your headlights at oncoming vehicles to let them know of a traffic 
hazard, speed camera or hidden police car up ahead is a frequently observed 
custom on Australian roads. But is it legal? 


An NRMA Member recently asked us this very question on Facebook. We consulted 
our Motoring Advice team who gave the response below. 


What does the law say about flashing headlights to 
warn motorists? 


There is no specific Road Rule in NSW stating you are not allowed to dip your lights 
to warn other road users that the police are ahead. However, you could still receive 
an infringement notice for it if a police officer alleges that while you were warning 
another driver, you also dazzled them. 


Laws on headlights 


NSW Road Rule 219 states: "a driver must not use, or allow to be used, any light fitted to or in the 


driver’s vehicle to dazzle, or in a way that is likely to dazzle, another road user". This type of offence 


can attract 1 demerit point and a $110 fine. 
Another more specific Road Rule in NSW is Road Rule 218 which states: 


"The driver of a vehicle must not use the vehicle’s headlights on high-beam, or 
allow the vehicle’s headlights to be used on high-beam,, if the driver is driving: (a) 
less than 200 metres behind a vehicle travelling in the same direction as the driver, 
or (b) less than 200 metres from an oncoming vehicle." 


Both 218-1 (a) & (b) each attract 1 demerit point and a $112 fine. 
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Once again, you could receive an infringement for breaching this rule while in the 
process of warning an approaching driver of a speed trap ahead. 


Hindering a police officer 


Furthermore, under Section 546C of the Crimes Act 1900 (NSW), it is an offence to 
hinder a police officer in the execution of their duty. The legislation sets out that: 


"Any person who resists or hinders or incites any person to assault, resist or hinder 
a police officer in the execution of his or her duty shall be liable on conviction 
before the Local Court to imprisonment for 12 months or to a fine of 10 penalty 
units, or both.” 


It is arguable that flashing your headlights to warn of police would fall into the 
definition of ‘hindering police’ in the execution of their duty (i.e., catching speeding 
drivers). 


In conclusion 


While the law does not provide any specific legislation to govern whether it is an 
offence to flash your vehicle's headlights to warn oncoming traffic, if you are 
hindering a police officer in executing their duty, using high beams illegally or dazzling 
a fellow motorist, you could be committing an offence.
